The Coroner's jury returned a verdict 
to the effect that the death was caused 
by fatty degeneration of the heart, al- 
though at the inquest the Coroner’s 
physician testified that there was evi-

Won by American Valor 
On Bloody Field, 


Pennsylvania Veterans Dedicate 
Their State Monuments, 


Formal Ceremonies Take Place 
at Orchard Knob. 


Gov. Hastings Accepts the Sculptors’ 
Work and Presents it to the Na- 
tional Government—Speeches of 
Distinguished Men Present. 


[ASSUCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

CHATTANOOGA *(Tenn.,) Nov. 15.— 
This has been a glorious day for the 
Pennsylvania veterans who came here 
to dedicate their monuments to. the 
memory of their heroism in the great 
war,,sexemplified in ‘theirf®valorous con- 
duct on the field of Chickamauga, Mis- 
isonary Ridge, Orchard Knob and 
Lockout Mountain. 

The dedicatory ceremonies occurred 
at Orchard Knob, where fully 5000 peo- 
ple gathered within the sound of the 
voices of the speakers. Hon. H. Clay 
Evans, Gen. John P. Gobin, Gen. 
Latta and other distingu:shed visitors 
occupied seats on the pratform. The 
Fifth Regiment United States Band 
from McPherson Barracks furnished 
the music for the occasion. 

After prayer by Dr. Thomas H. 
Robinson, Leut.-Col. Archibald Blake- 
ley of the Seventy-eighth Regiment, 
representing the Pennsylvania Battle- 


the monuments erected py the State 
to the Governor. 

Col.. Blakeley briefly reviewed the 
memorable struggle which the ceremo- 
nies today were to celebrate, in which 
200,000 men were engaged and seven 
distinct battles were fought, recalling 
that Pennsylvania was represented by 
twelve regiments of infantry, three of 
cavalry and two companies of artil- 
lery. He spoke of the part taken in 
the battles by those troops. | 

Following Col. Blakeley, Gov. Hast- 
ings spoke, delivering the monuments 
to the national government. The Gov- 
ernor’s address 'was frequently inter- 
rupted by applause. 

The monuments were then formally 
accepted on the part of the national 
government and transferred to the Na- 


Tweedale, chief clerk of the War De- 
partment, representing the Secretary of 
War, Mr. Tweedale said he had been 
delegated by President McKinley and 
Secretary Alger to represent. them, be- 
cause he was a private soldier in a 
Pennsylvania regiment, and fought in 
the battles about Chattanooga. Among 
other. things, he said: 

“Tennyson has immortalized the 
charge of the Light Brigade; history 
thrills us with the stories of Waterloo 
and Austerlitz, of Marengo, Gravelotte 
and Sedan; vivid pictures of gallantry 
in battle. The Light Brigade lost 36.7 
er cent. at Balaklava, and the Third 
Westphalian lost 49.4 per cent. at 
Mars-la-Tour, the highest record of. 
casualties in authentic history until 
our late war. At Gettysburg the One 
Hundred and Forty-first Pennsylvania 
lost 75.7 per cent.; the First Minne- 
sota lost 82 per cent., and on the Con- 
federate side, the Twenty-sixth North 
Carolina lost 71.7 per cent., not in- 
cluding the missing in action. 

“In Fox’s book, ‘Regimental Losses 
of the Civil War,’ it is stated that in 
the battle of the first day, Capt. Tut- 
tle’s company of this regiment went 
into action with three officers and 
eighty-four men, All of the officers and 
eighty-three of the men were killed 
or wounded. In the presence of al- 
most certain death, American soldiers 
stood and fought without flinching. 

‘When can their glory fade? 
Oh the wild charge they made, 
All the world wondered.’ 

“And what of Chicamauga?” 

Gen. H. V. Boynton, for and on behalf 
of the National Park Commission, for- 
mally accepted the monuments. Gen. 
Boynton spoke, in part, as follows: 

“While there is deep and abiding 
meaning in the fact that Pennsylvania 
comes here to honor. the. military 
achievements of her sons and preserve 
their memory until the centuries shall 
have crumbled granite and wasted 
bronze, there is deeper and more far- 
reaching meaning in the fact that all 
the States of the South, as well as the 
North, are engaged with equal enthu- 
siasm, under the same national author- 
ity, in the same work. ; 

“Have you ever read of anything like 
our park in history? Did any nation 
ever exist where its establishment 
would have been possible? In the de- 
velopment of the race, union between 
warring States has never been com- 
pleted before. But in the furnace of 
our contest every trace of dross was 
consumed, and the forging of our bat- 
tles was a more perfect union and a 
stronger and a mightier one than the 
world has seen. We are all conscious 
of this, and we glory in it. The world 
will learn it whenever, as a united na- 
tion, we are called to righteous war. 

“There is no element in all our work 
which glorifies the lost cause. Even 
those who upheld its tattered banners 
do not seek that. But every soldier 
who stood in the front against them 
till the union triumphed, and we be- 
came brothers again, knows it was the 
magnificent skill, endurance and valor 
which rallied to support that cause 
that incited the North to military ef- 
fort and deeds which had never even 
floated in its dreams before. And so it 
came to pass that North and South, 
their 
schools of war, graduated this nation 
as a first-class military power. 

“And now we all know that the his- 
tory which stands recorded on the 
fields around this city, repeating on 
monuments and tablets, as it does, the 
story of the unexampled development 
of American endeavor in battle, has 
carried this nation forward with strid- 
ing steps far along the path of its 
great destiny. Our park first suggested. 
that union by which the soldiers of 
the North and those of the South came 
together on a famous battlefield in equal] 
commemoration: of American valor. 
The whole nation responded, and has 
well learned the lesson which such 
union teaches. 

“Weare now conscious of our mili- 


tremendous blows which each section 
struck on many fields when the nation 
stood divided, and veterans of both 
armies will be forgiven if in ail their 
musings over the future they picture 
to themselves an American army in 
battle array moving forward to accom- 
plish its purpose under a cémmon flag, 
with the common inspiration of the 
veterans of Grant and Lee, Rosecrans 
and Bragg, of Thomas and Longstreet, 
of Wilson and Forrest and Wheeler. 
Unless all present signs of fast-grow- 
ing jealousy of republican progress on 
the part of foreign powers fail and fade, 
there are veterans who will take part 
in it, and be rendered invincible by 
the stirring memories of the great mili- 
tary deeds which their fathers per- 
formed, either under the Stars and 
Stripes or the pattle banner of the 


Southland.” 
At the conclusion of Gen. Boynton’s 
address, Hon. Clay Evans, United 


States Commissioner of Pensions, was 
introduced. Mr. Evans spoke at some 
length. He said that the government 
at the breaking out of the war made 
two distinct contracts with the people. 
First, that every dollar advanced for 
carrying forward the war for the Union 
should be paid back in the good, hard 
gold of the republic. The second en- 
gagement was that the national gov- 
ernment would care for the destitute 
survivors of its armies of the war and 
for the widows of those who fell in 
battle. Both of these promises, he said, 
the government is now carrying out 
faithfully. He urged all to stand for all 
the honor gf the republic; to preserve 
the great heritage of freedom and lib- 
erty handed down by Washington, 
transferred by Abraham Lincoln and so 
splendidly exemplified by that ruler of 
70,000,000 people, who is greater than 
any monarch of Europe, William Mc- 
Kinley. 

Following Mr. Evans. Col. Thomas J. 
Stewart, Adjutant-General to Gov. 
Hastings, and Gen. James W. Latta of 
Pittsburgh made short addresses. 

Gen. John P. Gobin, Commander-in- 
Chief of the G.A.R., was called for. 
Gen. Gobin proposed that instead of a 
speech he would ask the vast audience 
to sing “America,” which was done 
with a vim, closing the ceremonies. 

Tonight the veterans enjoyed a 
campfire at the City Auditorium pre- 
pared by the local G.A.R. and Con- 
federate veterans. The blue and gray 
mingled freely and ate out of the same 
haversack, drank from the same can- 
teen and told yarns until a late hour. 

Right regimental and battery monu- 
ments were dedicated by the Pennsyl- 
vania veterans during the day.

and Mrs. Curtis went to the New Ha- 
ven House, and this morning took the 
train for Lenox.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Senator 
Fairbanks of Indiana and _ Senator 
Elkins of West Virginia saw the Presi- 
dent today upon matters pertaining 
primarily to appointments in their 
States, but also discussed with Presi- 
dent McKinley the probable policy of 
the coming session of Congress. Both 
Senators Elkins and Fairbanks agree 
with the President in the matter of 
pacific measures regarding Cuba and 
Spain. 

President McKinley is quite anxious 
to know what prospects there are for 
currency legislation, and asks the dif- 
ferent Senators who call for their opin- 
ion. 

Senator Harris of Kansas, who took 
& prominent part in the last session of 


the sale of the Union Pacific Railroad, 
called on the President regarding the 
sale of the Kansas Pacific Railroads He 
said he believed the Kansas Pacific, 
like the Union Pacific, would bring the 
full amount of the government claim, 
and though, as to the Central Pacific 
there might be some difficulty, yet he 
inclined to the opinion that the gov- 
ernment. would get its debt on this 
account also paid in full. : 

While pressure is still being brought 
to bear on the President for appoint- 
ments, he is giving little time to such 
matters and prefers to work on his 
message. 

It is probable that the President will 
make no recommendation in: his mes- 
sage upon the subject of general arbi- 
tration. The fact that he made:his 
views clear on that subject in his in- 
augural address and that no arbitration 
treaty will be pending when the annual 
Bx-veorcgeyct is sent in, makes it unneces-

The Highlanders Storm 
Dargai Ridge, 


Piper Findlater’s Slogan Spurred 
Them to Victory, 


Bullets Could not Stop the Kilted 
Regiment. . 


The Heights Carried in tne Face of 
the Tribesmen’s Deadly Fire, 
Other British Troops Had Gale 
lantly Tried and Failed. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGH’ #EPORT.} 


LONDON, Nov.,15.—{By Atlanti 
Cable.] The newspapers of this cit 


have received graphic details by mail 
of the recapture of Dargai Ridge by 
the Gordon Highlanders on October 
20, during which that regiment exe 
hibited remarkable dash and courage, 

On W.dnesday, October 20, Gens 
Biggs sent the second diviston to dis 
lodge the tribesmen from the Dargaj 
Ridge. The position was a _ very 
strong one, the enemy occupying the 
summit of a precipitous hill. The top 
of the hill could not be reached exe 
cept by @ single path, along which 
the attacking force, first consisting of 
a Ghurka regiment, the Derbyshire 
Regiment and the Forestshire 


file, while three batteries of artillery 
shelled the breastworks of the hil} 
men. 

Dargai Ridge, from tne direction of 
the assault, 
about a mile, the left end of which is 
sheer rock for 200 yards. In spite of 
the difficulty of the ascenf, the move- 
ments of the British troops were 
fairly well covered, except in the 
of a low dip, or small valley, from 1 
to 150 yards wide, about half-way u 
the ridge. This division was expose 
to the direct fire from the summit of 
the cliff. 

As the Ghurkas, supported by the 
Derbyshire and Dorsetsnire regiments, 
reached this fire zone, the top of 
cliffs burst out in flame, for 
thousand tribesmen had reserved thet 
fire until that moment. Though deci« 
mated, the Ghurkas struggled across 
the dip, and reached the shelter of @ 
few rocks, where they lay down une 
der cover for a moment in order tq 
recover their breath. Then, lead by 
their officers, they made a rush fos 
cover of the cliffside. But the others 
could not follow, and the enemy, with 
true military instinct, reserved its fire, 

Though the remainder of the Ghurkas, 
the Derbyshires and the Dorsetshires 
appeared on the fringe of the dip, yet 
to step in the fire zone was to court 
death. But the Dorsetshires again 
tried to advance to the support of the 
Ghurkas, and thirteen men struggled 
into the open space only to drop be- 
fore the far side even had been 
reached. Then reluctantly the senior 
officer heliographed down to the maim 
body of the British troops that the pas- 
sage could not be made. 

At this juncture Gen. Kempster or~ 
dered the Gordon Highlanders to thé 
front. The time had arrived for des- 
perate action for it was then 4 o’clock 
in the afternoon and the dead and 
wounded were lying thick on every 
side. Over one hundred men had al- 
ready fallen and the enemy were shout- 
ing their defiance and waving theig 
battle flags and beating their drums 
confident of the impregnability of theip 
position and certain of their success, 
But the Gordon Highlanders had ye 
to be reckoned with. 

Rapidly forming his men, and after 
his now historic speech, “Men of ths 


Gordon Highlanders, our general says 


that position must be taken at all 
costs. The Gordon Highlanders will 
take it,’”’ Col. Mathias, the commander 
of the Highlanders, dashed out at the 
head of his gallant regiment, and in a 
moment they were across, c ing 
every one with them in their onrush, 
storming the ridge with a_ resolution 
that was resistless, and beating down 
all opposition. When Col. Mathias 
gave the order to advance, he and his 
officers leaped into the open, and the 
pipers followed, striking up “Cock of 
the North,” and with a shout the lead<- 
ing company of kilted men was into the 
fire zone. stream of 
over, through and past them, bullets 
churning up the dust, which half hid 
the rushing bodies. 

Piper Findlater, blowing his loudes€ 
and best, was among the first to show 
the way across that deadly strip of 
ground, and when, after traversing but 
a few yards, he was laid low by a shot 
through both legs, he managed to prop 
himself against a bowlderand continued 
with unabated energy to play “Cock of 
the North,” animating his comrades by 
the familiar, stirring music of his pipes. 

But the fire of the enemy was mos§ 
deadly. The leading line melted away, 
and it seemed as though the Gordog 
Highlanders would be annihilated, 
More men, however, sprang into the 
passage, and the leaders struggled 
across to the center. There then wasa 
lull, and’ as one piper remarked: “One 
had time to see how cruel had been the 


slaughter.” 

Then, with a second cheer, the mixed 
troops, Highlanders, Dorsetshires, 
Ghurkas, Derbyshires and Sikhs 


streamed across, and the enemy, see~ 
ing that the barrier had been swept 
away, left their loopholes and rock 
barricades and fled precipitately down 
the reverse slopes without waiting for 
the line of cold steel which was they 
across the ridge. 

Piper Findlater has been recome- 
mended for the Victoria cross. Capt. 
Robinson of the Ghurkas also acted 
with the greatest gallantry. After lead- 
ing his men across the fire zone to the 
center and finding the force there in 
sufficient, he returned over the deat 
trap alone, and was mortally wound 
while leading the second rush of Ghur- 
kas to support the first body of that 
regiment.

SEAL EXPERTS AGREE SAVE ON 
A FEW POINTS. 
After These are Disposed of an 


Opening Will Have Been Made 
for the 


OUTCOME IS MUCH IN DOUBT. 


CANADA IS EXPECTED TO PUT IN 
COUNTER PROPOSALS. 


Contention of the American Repre- 
sentatives is That Pelagic Seal- 
ing Shall Stop for One Year 
and Possibly More, 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—The Brit- 
“sh, Canadian and American delegates 
to the Bering Sea meeting had confi- 
dently expected to bring their labors 
to a close today, but after two arduous 
sessions lasting until 5:30 o'clock this 
evenine the experts had not been able 
to reconcile all their differences. It 
was determined, therefore, to continue 
the meeting tomorrow. 4 

Up to the time of closing today, the 
experts had reached an agreement on 
ail but three or four reserved proposi- 
tions. These, it is expected, can be 
agreed on during the morning session 
tomorrow, so that the expert report 
can be signed and the meeting con- 
cluded, so far as the exper.s are con- 
cerned. This will make availablé all 
the data necessary for cuensidering the 
Vital diplomatic question of stopping 
pelagic sealing. 

“The intention is that Mr. Fostér, 
Sir Wilfred Laurier and Sir Louis 
Davies will meet tomorrow afternoon 
to go over the results reached by ‘the 


experts, and, if possibie, agree upon a 


basis of settlement. The outcome of 


this diplomatic mecting continues to be | 


in much doubt. It was intimated to- 
night that the Canadians might make 
a counter-proposition, not going as far 
as the American representatives de- 
sired in the way of Imiting pelagic 
sealing, but yet offering a possible 
ground for amicable adjustment. 
‘Equally reliable sources state that if 
the issue assumed the form of pelagic 
sealing or no pelagic sealing, as now 
seemed likely, it would be extremely 
difficult to reconcile the differences. 
In view of the continuance of. the 
meeting, Sir Wilfred and Sir Louis will 
not leave until tomorrow night or 
Wednesday. | 

AFTERNOON ACCOUNT. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—When the 
Bering Sea meeting began at the 
State Department today, the delegates 
stated that there was every reason 
to believe the final stage would be 
'yeached today. The experts Were 
ready to report on all the technical 
features of seal life, and it was Tre- 
liably stated that they had reached a, 
common ground, and would sign a 
joint report. With this in hand, the 
diplomats planned to devote this after- 
roon to considering the larger phase 
cf the question, that of reaching a 
joint agreement between the United 
Btates and Great Britain for the ces- 
sation of pelagic sealing. This was 
felt to be the vital issue of the nego- 
tiations, on which hinged not only a 
settlement of the Bering Sea question, 
but also probably that of reciprocity, 
border immigration and all the ques- 
tions pending between the United 
States and Canada. 

From reliable quarters it was learned 
that the diplomatic contention had al- 
ready taken definite shape. It is un- 
derstood that the proposition of the 
American representatives involves two 
features. First, that Canada, through 
the imperial authorities, shall consent 
to the stoppage of pelagic sealing for 
one year, and second, that negotiations 
shall be opened for a suspension of 
sealing beyond this term of one year. 
It is understood that the Canadian offi- 
cials do not regard this proposition 
With favor. 

They have taken the ground, 
said, that they would be glad to reach 
any basis of settlment by compromise 
or fair concession, but they view the 
proposition as one for absolute sur- 
render on their part. From their stand- 
point, an agreement to stop sealing for 
one year and then to negotiate for 
stopping it for a longer period would 
not involve any give-and-take conces- 
sion, as they would be ralled on to give 
without definite prospect of receiving 
benefit for benefit. 

Whether this will develop a critical 
issue when the diplomats get together 
cannot be foretold. Each side naturally 
is very insistent in its respective con- 
tentions as the final stage is approach- 
ing, but this is in part attributed to 
diplomatic maneuvering for  positicn. 
Both side are earnestly hopeful of a 
solution. 

From the American standpoint, the 
failure of the negotiations would affect 
not only the sealing question between 
Canada and the United States, but 
would also complicate the treaty be- 
tween Russia, Japan and the United 
Btates, the entire theory of that treaty 
being’ that Great Britain and Canada 
would codperate in a limitation of pel- 
agic sealing. From the Canadian 
standpoint, there is equal anxiety to 
avoid a failure of the negotiations, as 
that would affect not only their Bering 
Sea interests, but also reciprocity, bor- 
der immigration and the many subjects 
on which they hope to secure an ad- 
justment. 

While this Zonyet sentiment prevails 
one of the officials participating in the 
meeting regretfully expressed the fear 
that the negotiations would fail, add- 
ing, however, that he hoped his fears 
would not be realized by the final issue 
of the meeting.

FIERCER THAN EVER. 


FIRE IN THE SMUGGLER MINE AT 
ASPEN STILL BURNING. 


All Claims on the Mountain Will 
Soon Have to Shut Down—About 
One Hundred and Fifty Men 
Driven from Work in Other 
Shafts. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

DENVER, Nov. 15.—A special to the 
Times from Aspen, Colo., says: 

“The Smuggler fire is burning this 
merning with greater force than ever, 
and the gas ds penetrating Smuggler 
Mountain to the north with remarkable 


| rapidity. About one hundred and fifty 


men were forced to quit work this 
morning in the Della 8. and Old John- 
son workings, and the deadly fumes are 
still working north toward the Park 
Regent, Bushwhacker and Alta Argent 
with promising tndications that all the 
mines on Smuggler Mountain will soon 
have to be shut down. The putting-in 
of bulkheads between the Mollie Gib- 
son and Smuggler has had the effect of 
changing the draught to the north. 
“In the Clark tunnel, located some 
three hundred feet above the Smuggler 
Shafthouse, the gas is becoming quite 
strong, and it is more than probable 
that these workings will havé to be 
abandoned this afternoon. A force of 
Smuggler men worked all night in an 
attempt to get a steam _Iline to the 
burning crib. This morning they suc- 
ceeded in getting to within fifty feet of 
the burning crib, and steam was turned 
on shortly before noon. It is hoped 
that by using compressed air for the 
steam the fire may be reached. 

“An attempt will be made this after- 
noon to recover the relief pump located 
on the fifth level by the use of corm- 
pressed air. The Smuggler shaft has 
been abandoned, with the exception of 
hoisting the men from the ninth level 
to the seventh and eighth levels, at 
which points they are attempting to 
reach the fire. 

“Unless the fire is soon subdued, it is 
feared that every mine on Smuggler 
and Aspen mountains will become so 


foul as to compel suspension. In this 
event the entire district will be 
flooded.” 


OWNERS MORE CONFIDENT. 

{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

ASPEN (Colo.,) Nov. 15.—The own- 
ers of the Smuggler mine, which has 
been on fire since yesterday morning, 
announce tonight that the situation is 
much improved, inasmuch as they have 
succeeded in carrying lines of steam 
pipes to within a short distance of the 
fire, and hope in a few hours more to 
be playing upon it. Outsiders, however, 
take a different view of the situation. 

Already the gas has permeated the 
workings in the various mines on 
Smuggler Mountain for two miles to the 
north of the Smuggler shaft, 500 men 
have been driven out, and two or three 
times that number will have to quit 
work if the fire is not quenched. The 
feeling here is very gloomy, as it is be- 
lieved a long shut-down of the prin- 
cipal mines of the camp is certain to 
occur, 


RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


Interchangeable Milerge Tickets. 
Regulating Immigrant Traffic. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

CHICAGO, Nov. 15.—The interchange- 
able mileage ticket of the lines in the 
Western Passenger Association was 
placed on sale today for the first time. 
The ticket’ gives to the purchaser a net 
rate of 2 cents per mile, and is very 
simple in its operation. The form of 
ticket is that invented by General Pas- 
senger Agent Sebastian of the Rock 
Island road, and will, it is supposed, 
keep the brokers at a safe distance. 

It is announced that the arrange- 
ments which Chairman Caldwell is 
making in New York for the regulation 
of the immigrant traffic will have the 
effect of disposing of the trouble which 
has beset the western roads on account 
of this class of traffic for several years. 
It is said that the chairman will make 
arrangements that will be satisfactory 
to the Southern Pacific as well as to 
the roads which are members of the 
emigrant clearing-house, and if this is 
accomplished it is not likely that there 
will be much trouble over the matter 
in the future. In the past it has been 
the failure of the western lines to reach 
an agreement with the Southern Pa- 
cific regarding this business that has 
caused a heavy loss of revenue to both 
sides of the argument. The matter will 
be definitely arranged by the middle 
of this week. 

The lack of freight cars from which 
nearly all of the western roads have 
suffered recently has caused the Atchi- 
son to perfect arrangements for the 
manufacture of nearly all of its cars

WEYLER A TYPE 


SPAIN’S HONOR. 


Senor Robledo’s Falsome Eulogy of 
the Man Who Could not Abso- 
Iutely Crush Cuba. 


ALL STRUGGLING FOR HIM. 


DESTINED TO PLAY A PART OF 
MUCH IMPORTANCE, . 


Delgado Wins a Battle at Peso Seco, 
Revolutionary Club Formed at 
Havana—Burning Cane. 
Americans Hated. 


[ASSUCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 


NEW YORK, Nov. 15.—A dispatch 
to the Herald from Madrid says: 

“Two men on whom all eyes in Spain 
will shortly be fixed are Gen. Weyler 
and Sefior Robledo. Of these, it is im- 
possible to interview the former, as he 
is at this moment on the high seas. 
Sefior Robledo said to the Herald cor- 
respondent: 


““Gen. Weyler is at this moment 
the one man in Spain upon whom the 
earnest scrutiny of every Spaniard is 
expectantly fixed. In spite of what has 
been said against him in the United 
States, he represents the type and em- 
bodiment of Spanish national honor. 
All the parties in Spain, Republicans, 
Carlists and all, know this quite well, 
and are endeavoring to secure him for 
their own, and are making tentative 
efforts to win him over ito their side. 
It is impossible to predict which party 
he will favor, and it is all the harder 
to make an roximate prediction be- 
cause Weyler is essentially a soldier 
and very little of a politician. I am 
inclined to think, however, that he will 
favor the party of which I am cham- 
pion. My only grounds for thinking 
this are that such political ideas as he 
is known to profess would best chime 
in with the ideas of my party. 

‘Gen. Weyler represents the essence 
of the Spanish Liberal character. Es- 
pecially is this noticeable with regard 
to the army. Of course, even in the 
army he has enemies. But the large 
majority of the army is at his back 
and devoted to him. Therefore, as I 
say, he is destined to. play a most im- 
portant part in the subsequent affairs 
in the peninsula. 

“*T should never trust the United 
States and have no doubt whatever as 
to the nature of their designs on 
Cuba.’ . 

“Sefior Robledo believes that there 
will be an overthrowing of the Cabi- 
net, if nothing more serious, soon after 
Weyler’s return.” 

DELGADO WON IT. 
TASSULIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.}

HAVANA NOTES. 


Burning of Cane Begun—Feeling at 
Havena Against Americans. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY: REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 15.—A dispatch 
to the Herald from Havana says: 

“Much incredulity is expressed pub- 
licly as to the ability vf the govern- 
ment to persuade or compel grinders 
to resume planting and afford protec- 
tion. The action of the insurgents does 
not seem to have been taken into con- 
sideration, and without their consent 
in exchange for tribute, no amount 
of government protection can suffice 
to prevent the burning of cane. Al- 
ready the work of incendiarism is said 
to have begun. Smoke has been ris- 
ing southwest of Havana, distant ap- 
parently about twenty miles, and it 
is reported that the rebels are burn- 
ing plantations. Even assuming the 
insurgents would permit reconcen- 
trados to flock to the plantations, it 
is said to be impossible to harvest 
the crop, owing to the extermination 
of oxen. 

“Application of the decree of am- 
nesty still hangs fire. Gen. Blanco is 
anxious to get the American prisoners 
off his hands, but is faced by red 
tape, the Competitor prisoners being in 
the hands of the naval authorities, 
and many formalities must be gone 
through before they are released. It 
is expected, however, that they will 
soon be at liberty. Louis Someillan, 
who is a prisoner here, ts in the same 
predicament, being in the nands of the 
civil authorities. The only other two 
Americans are in Santiago de Cuba, 
and their release fas been ordered. 

“Gen. Blanco’s investigation into 
the conditions of Spain’s army in 
Cuba has already revealed a deplora- 
ble condition of affairs. Not only are 
frauds in connection with the payment 
of troops being brought to light, but 
proof is being obtained that of the 
200,000 men sent to Gen. Weyler only a 
small percentage are now fit for actual 
service. The towns are garrisoned prin- 
cipally by convalescent soldiers, too 
weak in many instances to offer more 
than a feeble resistance to the at- 
tacks of rebels. 

“One of he first army surgeons says 
that one of the most difficult tasks of 
the new administration will be to care 
for Spain’s ill troops. In not one of 
the many hospitals in Havana, for ex- 
ample, are there any available beds. 
November 6 the military governor of 
this city received a message to the 
effect that 500 sick and wounded sol- 
diers were on their way to Havana. 
He communicated this fact to the hos- 
pital authorities, cnly to receive the 
reply that 1t was absolutely impossible 
to receive another man. ‘The military 
commander in Guines reports that pa- 
tients in the military hospital there 
are entirely without medicine and 
other necessaries, and that the food 
supply is entirely inadequate. Proprie- 
tors of stores have notified the hospi- 
tal authorities that they will not fur- 
nish any more goods on credit. 

“In other towns the condition of af- 
fairs is similariv indicative of the 
growing feeling in Havana. against the 
United States- Your correspondent is 
able to state that the chief of the vol- 
unteer fire brigade in this city on

BLACKFOOT LAND. 
United States Trying to Recover 
Thirty-flve Hundred Acres.

BOISE (Idaho,) Nov. 15.—Suifs have 
been begun in the United States Court 
by the United States to recover 3500 
acres of land located in the Blackfoot 
land district, which the government 
claims was illegally proved upon by 
those entering it.

IN MOUNTAINOUS SEAS. 


BRITISH STEAMER RUTHERGLEN 
LOST OFF FASTNET LIGHT. 


Her Crew Picked Up by Norwegian 
Bark Hermanos, but it Took 
Nine Hours to Do It—Three Life- 
boats Smashed In. 

{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.1 


QUEENSTOWN, Nov. 15.—[By Atlan- 
tic Cable.] Particulars have just been 
received of the wreck of the British 
steamer Rutherglen,’ Capt. English, 
from New York, on October 26, for Ply- 
mouth, which, as cabled exclusively to 
the Associated Press Saturday after- 
noon last, foundered when 330 miles 
west of Fastnet. Her crew was picked 
up by the Norwegian bark Hermanos, 
and reached Crookhaven, twenty-one 
miles from Skibberreen, Saturday. 

The Rutherglen, it is added, after 
leaving New York, encountered a series 
of gales which raised mountainous 
seas. The steamer labored so heavily 
that her cargo shifted, but the crew 
was able to right her for a time, until 
she was thrown upon her beam ends.: 
Her cargo shifted again, and she listed. 
so much that her sails, set to steady 
her, were sometimes submerged. Mat- 
ters went from bad to worse, until on 
+ Tuesday the steamer was filling with 
water, when she was sighted by the 
Hermanos, which vessel immediately 
headed toward her. : 

It was decided to abandon the Ruth- 
erglen, and Capt. English tried to lowér 
‘away a lifeboat. Two lifeboats were 
smashed against the steamer’s side and 
washed away before any success at- 
‘tended his efforts. The third lifeboat 
succeeded in getting away from. the 
steamer, but was stove in and sank 
just as it ran alongside the bark. Hap- 
pily, all the struggling men were 
hauled on board the ermanos and 
were subsequently, with the rest of the 
crew, landed at Crookshaven, from 
which place they were forwarded to 
this city. | 

The boats of the Hermanos made five 
trips before all the members of the 
Rutherglen’s crew were rescued. Some 
idea of the difficulty of this task ma 
be gathered from the fact that it rare A 
nine hours to rescue all of the crew of 
the British steamer. The latter num- 
bered twenty-eight men. : 

Capt. English reports that on 
Wednesday, after leaving New York, 
an east-bound Hamburg steamer, with 
a green, white and green funnel, ,was 
asked to take off the crew of the th- 
erglen, but refused even to stop. The 
‘Hermanos was outward-bound to Mar- 
tinique, but she was obliged to put into 
Crookshaven in order to land the ghip- 
wrecked crew.

Annual Meeting of Stockholders and 
Reports of Officers, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. |] 

BALTIMORE (Md.,) Nov. 15.—The 
stockholders of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad held their annual meeting in 
this city today and received the an- 
nual report of John. K. Cowen, the 
president and co-receiver of the sys- 
tem. 

The report showed gross earnings for 
the year ending June 30, 1897, as $26,- 
582,122, an increase of $5,637,340 over the 
previous year, and $2,764,930 more than 
in 1895. The total expenses of the line 
were $20,012,093, an increase of $2,428, - 
473. The receivers have replaced a 
large number of old bridges with mod- 
ern steel structures capable of carry- 
ing the heaviest trains, and have made 
other improvements, besides putting all 
equipment in first-class condition.

Patching Up California Rivers—Ar-

SAN FRANCISCO, Noy. 15.—[Special 
Dispatch.] C. C. Burns, the Klondike 
miner who arrived today from Daw- 
son, gave facts which show that Maj. 
Walsh, head of the Northwestern 
mounted police, will not have a pleas- 
ant time collecting Canadian taxes. In 
fact, he will be lucky if he is not met 
with armed resistance. 

September 23 there was held in Daw- 
son City a mass meeting of miners of 
the district to determine plans to be 
followed. Burns left Dawson while the 
meeting was in progress, but he says 
the feeling of the men‘was hostile to 
the government, and there was much 
talk of a movement to refuse to pay 
the tax, and to appeal to the Dominion 
Cabinet. In the preliminary discussions 
of the new laws of the Territory, the 
most determined of those who have ex- 
pressed their disapproval of the tax 
and other regulations which bear hard 
upon the miners were the Canadian 
miners, and they would be the first to 
make representations to thels govern- 
ment. 

The shortage of food was already be- 
ginning to be felt when Burns and his 
companion left the North, and they had 
to collect their month’s supplies from 
their friends, as the stores would not 
sell goods to men who had not given 
orders for their food in advance. The 
provisions for a thirty-five-day trip 
were gathered, a bit of pork here and 
a little meal there, from men in camp 
who could spare it, and the journey 
was made without incident. 

‘Burns says there will be suffering, 
principally for flour, as that commudity 
is most in demand, and the supply is 
most nearly exhausted. In fact, the 
danger is; he says, that the miners, 
before the winter is passed, will ask 
for bread and be given roast beef or 
mutton, as the fresh-meat supply will 
probably last through the winter, large 
bands of cattle and sheep having been 
taken into the country and their meat 
frozen. 

On the way up the river Burns met 
500 boatloads of men and provisions, 
the average crew of a boat being six 
men. The first of the voyagers were 
not well supplied with food, as they 


had pushed ahead for a trip to Daw- 
_ Son, but the later crews were well fixed, 
as’ they had expected to be frozen in 


ajong the way, and so had carried all 
t stuff they needed, in most cases 
having enough food for a year’s stay 
in the camps.

NATURAL DESTINY. 


Business, Capital and Industry All 
Traceable to Colonization from 
This Country—Monerchy is Dead 
and a Protectorate is Virtual 
Ownership—Why not Annex? 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.]} 

NEW YORK, Nov. 15.—A dispatch to 
the World from Honolulu, dated Octo- 
ber 28, says: 

“Sanford B. Dole, President of the 
provisional republic of Hawaii, and 
Chief Justice Judd are anxious to have 
the Hawaiian annexation treaty rati- 
fied as soon as posaible. Said President 
Dole to the World correspondent: 

**The people will never again sub- 
mit to a monarchy. In fact, there is 
no one sufficiently enjoying the con- 
fidence of the people of the islands to 
conduct the affairs of state under a 
monarchy.’ 

*““*Why do they not desire to continue 
as an independent republic?’ he was 
asked. 

‘As the islands are so far away 
from other countries, and as the Asi- 
atic population is fast increasing in 
numbers, it is a serious question, if 
they are left alone, whether the re- 
public could survive with the willing 
consent of the foreigners. Besides, if 
the United States has constantly to 
protect the islands under the present 
government, why should not the 
United States take them altogether? 
This’ is a great country for commerce. 
It is the natural land for American 
ownership. To all intents and _ pur- 
poses it is an American colony anyway, 
as far as business, capital and industry 
are concerned, and it should be a part 


of the body politic of the United 
States.’ 
“The news that has reached here 


from San Francisco that Samuel Par- 
ker, a prominent native leader, and 
heretofore a strong royalist, has de- 
clared in favor of annexation, has cre- 
ated quite a sensation among the na- 
tives, who are still opposed to annexa- 
tion.” 


MORAES’S DECREE. 


Martial Law a Weapon for Crushing 
Any Conspiracy. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—No official 
information has been received here con- 
firmatory of the report cabled from Rio 
de Janeiro via London to the effect 
that President Moraes has issued a de- 
cree declaring martial law for a period 
of thirty days. Nevertheless the report 
is credited in diplomatic circles. 

If there was evidence 64f the exist- 
ence of a political conspiracy in con- 
nection with the recent attempt on the 
life of the President of the Brizilian Re- 
public, as the cable states, a suspen- 
sion of civil rights, it is pointed out, 


would be necessary to accomplish the | 


arrest of any members of the House of 
Deputies or the Senate who might be 
implicated in the conspiracy. The Con- 
stitution of Brazil gives the members of 
Congress immunity from arrest during 
the sessions, except by the direction of 
the branch of the Legislature of which 
they may be members. To procure such 
an order of arrest from Congress would 
be a long process, and in addition would 
inflame popular excitement by the pre- 
cipitation of bitter and acrimonious 
debate. 

This being the case, if there was rea- 
sonable ground for the belief that any 
of the Radical members of Congress 
were involved in the conspiracy, the 
only way in which they could be sum- 
marily dealt with would be to declare 
martial law. This would not only place 
in the hands of the government the 
weapons necessary to bring the con- 
spirators to justice, but the very as- 
sumption of this exceptional authority 
would in itself tend to crush the con- 
spiracy and allay the excitement. 

That the conspiracy is directly trace- 
able to the existing political divisions 
in Brazil, it is said, is further increased 
by the reported resignation of the Pre- 
fect of Police, who is a prominent Rad- 
ical or Jacobin. 


FORECASTING STORMS. 


Kite Experimenter Eddy and His 
Observations on Electricity. 
[ASSOUIATED PRESS DAY REPOR?.] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 15.—William A. 
Eddy, the kite experimenter of Bay- 
onne, N. J., had an interesting ex- 
perience Saturday night in making his 
regular weekly ascensions. He is satis- 
fied that by means of observations 
taken at various altitudes, indications 
of approaching thunder-storms and 
other meterolcgical data can be se- 
cured. 

About two hundred feet below his 
kites a thermometer was hung and 
near it a collector of electrical sparks. 
The results obtained Saturday night 
lead Eddy to believe that the electric 
condition of the air, as shown by the 
varying height of the collector when 
the first spark is drawn, may reveal 
the approach of storms in even a cloud- 
less-sky. In-particular, he thinks, it 
will prove advantageous in determining 
the approach of local storms. 


MEXICAN NOTES. 


Arroyo’s Lynuchers Threatened by a 
Mob—Diaz’s Son Married.

CITY OF MEXICO, Nov. 15.—Great 
crowds surrounded the grim old prison 
at Belem and the vicinity of the Pal- 
ace of Justice this morning, when 
thirteen prisoners, mostly ex-police of- 
ficials, implicated in the lynching of 
Arnolfo Arroyo, were taken through 
the streets in wagons and coaches for 
trial.

herds for the use of the expedition for 
the relief of the ice-bound whalers in 
the Arctic. It is expected that the 
Bear, which is now in Seattle, will be 


ready to sail in about ten days, and | 


within twenty days they will have 
reached some point on Norton’s Sound, 
where a large party will be engaged 
for the trip overland to Point Barrow. 
The herd of reindeer which will be 
killed for food will bo driven ovérland, 
and it is confidently expected by Capt. 
Shoemaker, chief of the Revenue Cut- 
ter Service, and Capt. Hooper, who is 
in command of the Bering Sea patrol 
fleet, that the herd will reach Point 
Barrow and the imprisoned whalers 
before the middle of February. The 
region through which the herd will be 
driven is said to abound with moss. 
upon which the herd<¢will feed, and both 
agree that the scheme for the relief of 
the whalers is perfectly feasible, and 
will be attended with little danger. 
Capt. Tuttle, who will command the 
Bear, is regarded as one of the most 
capable and trustworthy men in the 
service, and no apprehension is felt 
regarding the outcome of the enterprise. 
The cight vessels now ice-bound have 
a combined complement of 265 men. 
The Orca has 45, the Belvidere 45, the 
Freeman 40, the Fearless 35, the Jean- 
nie 25, the Rosario 25, the Wanderer 
20 and the Newport 30 men. The first 


‘two, the Jeannie and the Rosario, went 


up this spring; the Newport in 1893; 
the Wanderer and the Fearless in 1894, 
and the Freeman in 1895. All expected 
to return this winter. The Orca, the 
Freeman and the Belvidere are fast, 
about a half-mile northeast of Point 
Barrow, and the remainder are about 
two hundred miles east of Point Bar- 
row, at the mouth of Mackenzie River, 
and about four hundred miles north of 
the Arctic Circle. It is believed that 
the relief expedition will reach the 
ice-bound expediticn in time to prevent 
great suffering from want of food.

Now. Mr. Editor, is this secrecy & 
protection to the community or to the 


burglars who are plying their nefart- 
ous trade? It seems to me that house- 
holders should he warned of the fact 
that “sneak thieves” and hurglars are 
acing their work in this city: that, at 
least, they may he doubly careful of 
their effects and of the security of their 
windows and doors. Had I known 
that several burglaries had been com- 
mitted in the city previous,to my own 


‘loss, fT would no doubt have been more 


careful of my own effeczrs, and per- 
haps have saved them from the burg- 
hands...

THREE CROOKS LOCKED UP. 


The Charge of Suspicion to be Al- 
tered in a Day or Two.

PROTECTION OF HELD-UP TRAINS. 

It does not appear entirely clear that 
{t would be impossible to construct 
express cars with port-holes, so that 
in case of an attack by highwaymen 
the messenger might have a show lw 
stand off the marauders, without be- 
ing caged like a rat in a trap, with no 
chance except to surrender or be blown 
up with dynamite A resolute man 
with a gun, so situated that he could 
use it, might put up a very interest- 
ing fight against an ordinarily large 
force of robbers; at least he should be: 
given a chance to try. It seems ex- 
traordinary that the railroad and @xX- 
press compan es have not long ago 
made a trial of this sort, at least. A 
train is not usually held up without 
more or less noise on the part of the 
bandits; but even if that feature were 
lacking, a system of signals from the 
engine to the express cars could be 
arranged, it would seem, which would 
arouse the messsenger to a knowledge 
of the hold-up, and enable him to un- 
limber his Winchester and getting it to 
pumping lead ina direction that would 
do the most good. The equanimity 
- which railroad companies continue to 
present, despite repeated robberies of 
their trains, and their lack of effort 
to protect passengers and treasure, 
is one of the curiosities of the times, 


THE DAKOTA LYNCHING. 

There is a brilliant opportunity to 
reason from cause to effect in the case 
of the lynching of a half-breed and 
two Indians at Williamsport, North 
Dakota, last Saturday night. One of 
the men had been sentenced to death, 
but granted a new trial by the Su- 
preme Court, whereupon a band of cit- 
jzens organized a court under the rule 
of Judge Lynch and proceeded to carry 
out the original sentence. While ho 
excuse can be set out for the men con- 
cerned in this latest unlawful episode, 

one does not have to search far afield 

to discover why such things are prob- 
able in this country of lax administra- 
tion of the laws and undue leniency to 
criminals. If crime could be punished 
as it deserves, promptly and effectively, 
the land of Uncle Sam would not be so 
frequently disgraced by lynchings, and 
life would be safer as well as hetter 
worth living under the aegis of the 
Stars and Stripes. It appears to be a 
fact that, under the rules of our courts 
in which demurrers take the place of 
justice, the criminal is far better pro- 
tected than the innocent; that more 
concern is had for the Knight of the Red 
Hand than for his victim; and until 
all this is changed we cannot hope that 
an outraged people will sit passively 
_ by and see murderers transformed into 
martyrs, while the blood of their vic- 
tims cries aloud for vengeance, but 
cries in vain. Something should be 
done by the lawmakers of the land to 
reform the methods of proceedure, that 
’ the ends of justice may be attained ere 
the man at the bar dies of old age and 
time has obliterated the inscription 
from his victim's tombstone.

PEKILS OF NEW ENGLAND FISHERIES. 

From an article published in the 
Boston Herald, of recent date, it ap- 
pears that the losses uf men and ves- 
sels in the Gloucester fisheries, for the 
year ended November 1, 1897, though 
less than for a number of years past, 
were nevertheless very large. The 
total number of’ vessels lost during 
the year was eleven, which is less 
than the number lost in any year 
Since 1881, with the exception of the 
year 1885, when the number of ves- 
sels lost was the same as this year. 
The total number of lives lost during 
the year ended November 1 is fifty- 
nine, which is the smallest number 
lost in any year since 1892, when the 
loss of life was forty-six, and is 
greatly below the average loss of life 
for the past twenty-five years. The 
number of lives lost in 1896 was 
eighty-six. 

These commonplace statistics, when 
read between the lines, tell a dramatic 
story of heroism and suffering. The 
actual loss of life represents but a 
small proportion’ of the number of 
lives imperiled in the prosecution of 
this extra-hazardous calling in the 
treacherous water of the New England 
Coast. The figures make no mention 
of the hundreds of narrow escapes, 
the daring rescues and the admirable 
courage of the men whose calling re- 
quires them to face the fury of the 
North Atlantic storms. The net re- 
ults with which the statistics deal 
e grewsome enough; but they give 
only a hint of the heartache, the loss 
and the heroism which lie just behind 
them. The fishing season on the 
Northern New England Coast is an an- 
nually-recurring tragedy, which casts 
the shadow of sorrow and of death 
upon scores of households. 

It has been said that if the early 
voyagers had first discovered the Pa- 
cific Coast, instead of the Atlantic, 
New England would still be a howling 
wilderness. The statement is hardly 
exaggerated. The advantages of this 
magnificent empire of the West—as 
yet, even, so little understood—are im- 
measurably greater than those of the 
eastern portion of the continent. If 
colonization had begun on the western 
instead of on the eastern coast, the 
Pacific seaboard, from Victoria to San 
Diego, would have been dotted with 
populous cities, with an interior region 
tributary thereto richer by far in 
natural resources than is the vast 
region tributary to the Atlantic sea- 
board, And among the many indus- 
tries which would have been devel- 
oped, incidentally with the develop- 
ment of this great western empire, 
would have been that of deep-sea fish- 
ing on an extended scale. This will 
undoubtedly be one of the great staple 
industries of the future; for the Pa- 
cific Coast offers unparalleled advan- 
tages in this direction. 

The life of the Pacific fisherman is 
almost free from the grave perils 
which environ the fishermen of the 
New England Coast. The compara- 
tively calm waters of the greatest of 
oceans abound in fish all kinds, and 
offer an inviting field for the exploita- 
tion of this important industry. Along 
our thousands of miles of coast, from 
the southern botifidary to Alaska, the 
business can be prosecuted in com- 
parative safety during the entire year. 
without the loss of life and property 
which is an incident of each year's 
business on the Atlantic Coast.

SECRETARY WILSON ASKS MONEY 
FOR THE WEATHER BUREAU, 


Contemplates the Establishment of 
New Stations in the Southwest. 
Operations of the Department. 
Treating Fruit Diseases. 


{BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—[Special 
Dispatch.}] The annual report of Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wilson made pub- 
lic today, contains several matters of 
interest to California. Speaking of the 
money needed for new weather bureau 
Stations, Secretary Wilson said: 

“An increased appropriation of $160,- 
348 in the estimates for the Weather 
Bureau has been asked. This increase 
contemplates the establishment of sev- 
eral stations in the Southwest, where 


extensive area is not now included in’ 


the domain covered by meteorological 
observations. This unprotected region 
includes large portions of Nevada, 
Utah, Arizona. New Mexico and South- 
eastern California. Four or five ad- 
ditional stations should be established 
in this territory. ; 


“The weather conditions which catise 


frost in orange and raisin sections of 
California drift in a southerly direction 
from north and northeast. The giving 
of accurate frost warning for exten- 
sive fruit interests of Southern Califor- 
nia requires the additional stations re- 
ferred to. 

“The rain warnings issued from the 
San Francisco office for the benefit 
of the raisin industry during the dry- 
ing season, and on accuracy of which 
that industry is greatly dependent for 
success, were in every instance ver- 
ified.’’ 

The Secretary also says the division 
of vegetable physiology and pathology 
has done valuable work. Experts are 


detailed continually to make a study 


of diseases affecting fruits and other 
crops of the Pacific Coast. The En- 
glish walnut is rapidly becoming an 
important industry in California, and 
the treatment of the bacterial disease 
affecting it has been successful over 
large areas.

To this 
end Los Angeles needs, first of all, an 
assured boat, jine. 
now making the trips, sails under 
the American flag, and is therefore 
compelled to get advices from the City 
of Mexico upon the arrival at each port 
for permission to load and _ unload 
freight. 

Phe Albion is not fitted for the 
trade, and the Lower California De- 
velopment Company, appreciating this 
fact, have had constructed in Eng- 
land a boat specially adapted to the 
trade, which is now on the way over. 
From confidential sources I learned 
that it is the intention to put the. 
new boat line under the Mexican flag. 
This will be an advantage in Mexican 
ports, for freight can be handled with- 
out the formality above mentioned. 
Still it works a disadvantage in that 
the laws make it difficu:t to land in 
American ports. Howevcr, at present 
they are compelled ty wore north for 
coal, and it is claimed that they can 
coal at San Diego to much better ad- 
vantage than at San Pedro. In this 
connection, I note by the San Diego 
Union of date the 10th inst., that the 
Albion will not go to San Pedro, and 
that as soon as she has coaled’ she 
will proceed to Ensenada and the 
lower ports. 

“Tsalso note that the representatives 
from San Diego, who accompanied us 
on the recent trip, report glowing 
prospects for trade between that cily 
and Mexico. As I have said, with fa- 
vorable conditions as to boat line run- 
ning on schedule time from San Pe- 
dro, our merchants can make a be- 
ginning. and in some lines perhaps do 
well. But at best, will take con- 
siderable time and careful work be- 
fore they can expect to secure a strong 
foothold. 

“So. in conclusion, it bemooves us to 
have all arrangements for a boat line 
to our port an assured fact before we 
can go into that country and compete 
with San Francisco and the foreign 
markets. San Francisco houses have 
an excellent trade all along the coast, 


full shipload. This will give you an 
idea as to their extensive dealings and 
solidity. At present there are no rail- 
roads from the interior of the repub- 
lic to the Pacific Coast. 

“From reports, a boat will not come 
to San Pedro without sufficient guaran- 
teed freight to make it an object. And, 
on the other hand, we cannot guaran- 
tee freight without an assurance that 
the boat will come here. So, in the 
mean time, there is a gap to over- 
come, and it is, therefore, of the ut- 
most {mportance that some immediate 
and permanent understanding be had 
with the steamer line that will en- 
able us to solicit trade and guarantee 
prompt delivery. I have tried to fur- 
nish you with an unbiased opinion and 
with suggestions, for it would be folly 
to mislead our iherchants as to. the 
true condition.” ;

B. Hynes of the Ter- 
minal Railway Said that there had 
been an estoppel of all further pro- 
ceedings at present with regard to

The contract for public lighting was 
leased yesterday to the Los Angeles 
Electric Company for another year. 

The Council has made an appropria- 
tion for surveys of the Pasadena 
boulevard and of Buena Vista street. 
Both improvements are to be pushed) 
to completion. 

Fred T. Hughes was elected Meat 
and Milk Inspector yesterday by the 
Council. 

A number of protests have been re- 
ceived by the Council against the 
hitching ordinance. 

Judge Allen decided in favor of the 
defendant yesterday in the suit brought 
against the Southern California Rail- 
way Company-by J. J. Woodworth, 
who claimed $55,000 damages alleged 
to have been sustained by flood in 1891, 
Woodworth alleging that the channel 
of the Los Angeles River had been 
changed to run over his land by the 
levee built by the company from First 
street to the southerly ffmits of the 
city. 

Gilbert Young was found guilty of 
burglary in the first degree by a jury 
in Department One yesterday after- 
noon, and will be sentezcea Thursday. 

George W. Barnett made things 
lively ih Department One for a time 
yesterday. Judge Smith ordered him 
to appear to show cause why he 
sbould not be punished for contempt 
on Thursday next. Barnett said he 
couldn't be in court and became bois- 
terous in asserting his ‘‘rights.’’ Judge 
Smith grew hot and ordered Barnett 
to be arrested unless he subsided.

PUBLIC LIGHTING. 


CONTRACT LET TO THE ELECTRIC 
COMPANY FOR NEXT YEAR. 


Merchants Petition for the Repeal 
ef the Hitching Ordinance—Meat 
and Milk Inapector Appointed. 
Boulevard Surveys to Be Made 
at Once. 


There was much smoke but very 
little fire at yesterday's meeting of the 
City Council. The Councilmen seemed 
to be in the mood for debate, but the 
measures which evoked most discus- 
sion were comparatively unimportant. 

Fred T. Hughes was elected to the 
vacant office of Meat and Milk Inspec- 
tor by a party vote. ; 

The contract for lighting the streets 
for the year beginning January 1, 1898, 
was let to the Los Angeles Electric 
Company. 

The proposition to allow the City En- 
gineer $275 for making surveys for the 
Pasadena boulevard and for the widen- 
ing of Buena Vista street was finally 
carried, after a heated debate. 

The plan of opening an alley through 
the block bounded by Broadway, Hill, 
Fourth and Fifth streets evoked a pro- 
longed though rather fruitless argu- 
ment. 

The City Engineer's plan for a storm- 
water drainage system was approved 
and he was directed to prepare speci- 
fications. 

A flood of petitions asking for the 
repeal of the hitching ordinance was 
received and referred to the Board of 
Public Works. 

The recommendation of the Finance 
Committee that $1000 be set aside for 
the preliminary work of the consulting 
engineers retained for the water litiga- 
tion was adopted. 

BOULEVARD SURVEYS. 

The first discussion of the day arose 
over the requisition of the City Engi- 
neer for $275 to pay for an extra field: 
party of four men. With these men 
it was proposed to make the necessary 
surveys for both the ‘Pasadena lboule- 
vard and the Buena Vista-street wid- 
ening. 

Toll was strongly opposed to granting 
the requisition. He reviewed the his- 
tory of the boulevard, and said that 
the Finance Committee had declined 
to recommend an appropriation of $125 
for the survey for the reason that the 
matter should await its turn in the reg- 
ular routine of the City Engineer's 
office. It had been in that office since 
October 8 Mr. Toll thought it a bad 
precedent to make an extra allowance 


to any department ‘for the purpose of 


hastening its regular work. In the 
present instance the major project 
should not be held back for the minor 
one to catch up. ; 

Mathuss took the same position, de- 
claring that the Survey of Buena Vista 
Street should await its regular turn. 

Nickell, Grider and others urged that 
the requisition should be granted. 

President Silver called attention to 
rule 29 of the Council. which provides 
that a requisition which is objected to 
by any Councilman must be referred 
to the Supply Committee. 

A majority of the committee was 
ready to report verbally at once but 
Toll insisted that under rule 2] the re- 
port must be in writing and must set

FIRE HOSE CONTRACT. 

The Gity Attorney reported that he 
had prepared and delivered to the W. 
Cc. Furrey Company the contract and 
bond for the fire-hose award. Though 
a number of hose men were on hand 
expecting that the contract would be 
presented for approval, it was not men- 
tioned by any of the Councilmen. The 
Furrey Company is still engaged in a 
still hunt for the sixth vote needed for 
the ratification of the contract. As yet 
it has not been secured. The company 
has both contract and bond in readi- 
ness for submission, but is waiting in 
hopes of securing a convert from the 
minority. Much pressure been 
brought to bear to win over the neces- 
sary vote. It is contended by the com- 
pany that it has sixty days in which 
to present the bond and contract, and 
further action may be delayed for some 
time in the hope that the earnest mis- 
sionary labor now in progress will bear 
fruit. 


WILL NOT APPEAL. 

In the matter of the judgment of 
$1300 recovered by W. B. Robb against 
the city, the following report was 
presented by the City Attorney: 

“This was a suit brought to re- 
cover from the city the above amount, 
which had been deposited by Robb as 
a guarantee to enter into a contract 
to erect certain school buildings in the 
event of his bid for the same being 
accepted. The Council accepted the 
bid, but Mr. Robb refused to enter 
into the contract, and his: check for 
the said amount of $1300 was by the 
Council declared forfeited. On June 
22, 1896, in reply to the request of the 

ouncil for an opinion tn the matter 
of the petition of Mr. Robb, request- 
ing the return of the $1300, I reported: 
‘IT find that the law under which these 
buildings were built provides that no- 
tice inviting proposals shall be pub- 
lished for ten days before the date on 
which the bids are opened. I find 
further that the notice under which 
Mr..Robb’s bid was made was pub- 
lished only nine days, which raises a 
very serious question as to whether 
the city could appropriate and forfeit 
his check under this notice.’ In the 
determination of the case the court, -in 
its opinion, holds that the publica- 
tion by the City Clerk was void for 
the reasons above stated, and that Mr.! 
Robb could not be held to the con- 
tract. In view of the foregoing, I 
cannot, therefore, recommend that an 
appeal be taken.” 

In accordance with this recommen- 
dation, it was moved and carried that 
no appeal be taken.

WOODWORTH LOSES. 


BIG DAMAGE SUIT AGAINST THE 
SANTA FE DECIDED. 


Jadge Allen Says the Overflow of 
the Los Angeles Was Due to the 
Almighty and not the Constrac- 
tion of the Levee. 


Judge Allen has decided in favor of 
the Southern California Railroad 
Company the suit brought by J. J. 
Woodworth for $55,000 damages alleged 
to have been sustained to his property 
through the diversion of the waters of 
the Los Angeles River from its natural 
channel by a levee constructed from 
First street to the southerly limits of 
the city: The Woodworth suit is one of 
a score or more brought by property- 
owners whose lands were flooded in 
1891. In two of the trials verdicts for 
the plaintiffs were rendered. The ver- 
dict rendered by the jury in the Baker 
case was appealed from by the rail- 
road company, the State Supreme’ 
Court reversing the judgment and or- 
dering a new trial. 

In the Woodworth case much more 
testimony was presented than in the 
preceding cases, most of which was of 
an expert nature. The most eminent 
civil engineers to be obtained on the 
Pacific Coast by both sides were en- 
gaged as expert witnesses. Nearly all 
testified substantially to the same end 
—that the original flooding of the prop- 
erty was due to a mountain deluge, 
which the regular channel of the Los 
Angeles River was unable to carry... In 
fact, it was held that the volume of 
water at the time was’ more than 
double the capacity of the channel,. To 
the acts of God alone, Judge Allen de- 
cides, can the flooding of Woodworth’s 
and adjoining lands be attributed. The 
decision, which was handed down yes- 
terday afternoon, contains over 6000 
words, and goes into only the more 
important details of the case, which 
was on trial for more than two weeks. 

Woodworth alleged that the railroad 
company had constructed the levee in 
the bed of the river, which caused a 
diversion of the channel. This is de- 
nied by the company, which represents 
that the levee was built along’ the 
western bank of the river, under 
authority of the City Council; that the 
new channel and the diversion of the 
water from the river was caused by 
certain irrigating ditches dug through 
the river bank on the east, extending 
eastwardly in the direction of such new 
channel. As a side issue the company 
held that all claims for damages were 
barred by the statute of limitations, 
but the court holds that this point was 
not well taken. 

The right to construct the levee was 
granted by the city in 1886 to the Riv- 
erside, Santa Ana and Los Angeles 
Railroad Company, which was.subse- 
quently absorbed by the Southern Cali- 
fornia company. By the terms of the 
ordinance the railroad company was 
granted all the lands owned ‘by the 
city in the “‘wash” of the Los Angeles 
River along the western bank fro 
Seventh street to the patent boundary, 
the city agreeing to pay $6000 towar 
the construction expenses of the levee 
to be built. 

In considering the question as to 
whether or not the construction of the 
levee from the Kellar & Goodwin tract 
south to the patent boundary proxi- 
mately caused plaintiff’s injury, Judge 
Allen says, in part: 

*The testimony shows that in previ- 
ous floods, less in magnitude than that 
of 1889, the weight of the water and 
of the stream were still directed 
against this eastern bank, as evi- 
denced by its constant cutting and the 
deposit of immense bridge timbers near 
the Manning ‘road on Bassett’s land, 
yet with all this no definite channel 
was cut to the east. In the flood of 
1889, it is shown that before it reached 
anywhere near its maximum the old 
flood channel to the Manning road was 
covered with water, finding its way out 
to the south, and this escape, in my 
opinion, continued so long as the flood 
channel further south possessed any 
capacity to receive additional water. 
The evidence further shows that the 
flood of 1889 was greater by at least 30 
per cent. than any flood ever before 
occurring in this river; that through a 
combination of unfortunate circum- 
stances this flood was precipitated sud- 
denly upon the outlet to the south of 
the bridge; that the capacity of the 
former flood channel of the river was 
insufficient to carry off this deluge; 
that a new channel or an increase in 
size of the flood chatinel by inundation 
of the whole country.to the south was 
inevitable before midnight of the 24th 
of December. .. . The old_ flood 
channel being full to overflowing, a dif- 
ferent condition of affairs existed than 
in former floods.” 

As to the liability...of-the railroad 
company for damages, Judge Allen 
cites numerous Suprem@ Court decis- 
ions bearing upon questions § similarly 
raised, all determming that the con- 
structing railroad company, erecting 
this levee upon its Own right-of-way, 
to protect its own property, along the 
banks of a river, is only liable when 
the damage resulting might have been 
foreseen by a careful and skillful con- 
sideration of all the surroundings; that 
floods of extraordinary magnitude are 
regarded as acts of God, and it must 
be affirmatively shown that if there had 
been no act of God, the damage would 
still have occurred. | 

“When we consider, therefore, the 
whole testimony in this case,’ Judge 
Allen continues, ‘“‘we must’ conclude 
that the constructing railroads, when 
they located this levee, carefully con- 
sidered the extent and situation of the 
watershed drained by the river,’ and 
the nature of the rainfall and floods 
affecting it. They provided a channel 
sufficient to carry off all of the water 
which the ancient flood channel south 
of the levee could carry, or had ever 
been called upon to carry, even in 
flood time. There is nothing in their 
actions indicating, to my mind, a care- 
less disregard of the rights of neigh- 
boring proprietors. . The flood 
of 1889 is shown to have been the re- 
sult of a combination of circum- 
stances and events which no. human 
foresight could prognosticate. Almost 
simultaneously, on the night of De- 
cember 24, a dam in the Arroyo Seco 
and a gorge in the Los Posas Creek 
gave way. suddenly, and with the 
force of an avalanche, precipitating 
into this stream immense volumes of 
water, while about the same _ time 
cloudbursts in the mountains north of 
the city filled the river above the points 
of entrance of these arroyos to a 
depth never before known. This ag- 
gregate volume of water was thus 
forced into a flood channel whose ca- 
pacity was insufficient to carry it. 
Ts it reasonable to say that the con- 
structing companies could have antici- 
pated such an event, and should _ be 
held to provide for its occurrence? TIT 
think not. . They did all required of 
them when they provided against those 
floods which the history of the coun- 
try suggested as probable. To hold 
them to a responsibility on account of 
‘a flood of such magnitude as was that 
of 1889, would be to charge them with 
responsibility for the acts of God. 
Ke There can be no serious con- 
tention as to the cause of the dam- 
age occasioned by the flood of 1891. 
What we have found to be an aci 
of God cut a new channel, greater in 
depth than the old one, through Which 
the water thereaftér naturally ran. 
It needed no influence of the levee, nor 
direction, to carry it in that channel. 
The testimony shows that as soon as 
certain barriers’ constructed at the 
mouth of the new channel were re- 
moved, the water immediately adopted 
that route. Whatever damage oc- 
curred in 1891 was a natural conse-

Had the defendant fre- 
moved the levee and its railroads after 
the flood of 1889, the water, wunob- 
structed, would have continued its flow 
through plaintiff’s lands. The levee in 
no degree influenced such flow, and 
did not, in my opinion, contribute in 
any way to the damage caused by 
the second flood. Had the plaintiff 
and those in interest, constructed a 
dike or: embankment at the Manning 
road, to change the current to its old 
channel, a different case would be 
presented. But plaintiff, acquiescing 
in the new condition of affairs, know- 
ing, ashe did, the effect which must 
follow, it cannot. be said that de- 
fendant was called upon to..remove a 
levee or embankment which, it is evi- 
dent, from changed conditions, would 
exert no influence upon the flow of 
the river, and the removal of which 
would not obviate the danger.” — 

Findings are: ordered in accordance 
with the above ruling, and judgment

A Jury Finds Him Guilty of Bur- 
glary in the First Degree.

Ladd, Esq., Young’s attorney, indulged 
in an exchange of “compliments” while 
the defense was being closed. Attor-

“You have been accustomed to going 
on the stand in the interest of your 
clients in nearly every case in which 
you ‘have had the good fortune to be 
retained, have you not, Brother Ladd?”’ 
inquired McComas, smoothing out a 
belligerent tock of hair which got on 
the wrong side of the parting line. 

“No:;, I have not,” replied Ladd, 
shortly. 

“Well, do you remember a single in- 
stance wherein you attempted to swear 
your cases through when your testi- 
mony was not impeached?’’ 

‘‘Never has my testimony been im- 
peached,’’ Ladd retorted, ‘‘and I defy 
any man to furnish any information 
contradictory of what I say.”

BARNETT’S BLUPF, 


Failed to Win Out with Judge 
Smith. 

George W. Barnett, who has been 
causing nearly every Judge the 
several departments vf the Superior 
Court much annoyance in one way or 
another during the past few months, 
started on another characteristic ram- 
page yesterday in Judge Smith’s court 
and got much the wors:z of it. 

Barnett’s wife obtained a divorce 
from him nearly a year ago, on the 
ground of extreme cruelty. Judge 
Smith ordered that a division of the 
community property be made.

“Tf that man gets off any more of 
that talk in this courtroom, arrest 
him.”’ 

Barnett saw that matters were tak- 
ing a serious turn, and lost no time 
in making himself scarce. 

Judge York had a season with Bar- 
nett several months ago. He became 
so abusive concerning matters in con- 
nection with the divorce proceedings, 
which were pending at the time, that 
Judge York ordered his arrest for con- 
tempt upon his first appearance in the 
courtroom. The case was shortly after 
transferred to Department. One.

MAY LOSE THEIR JOBS. 


Effect of Van Dyke’s Decision Upon 
Horticultaral Commissioners. 

The Board of Supervisors is some- 
what stirred up by Judge Van Dyke’s 
decision in the Spencer case, in which 
it is held that the County Hortical- 
tural Commissioners have no power to 
enforce liens upon property, the trees 
on which were fumigated by them be- 
cause of the refusal of the owners to 
do so. In fact, the members of the 
board are just now endeavoring to 
find ‘“‘where they’re at,’’ and have re- 
quested Chief Deputy. District Attorney 
Holton, their legal adviser, to help 
them out by shedding a little light 
upon the subject. It is thought that 
should Judge Van Dyke’s ideas be car- 
ried out to their logical conclusion, a 
question not only of the powers of the 
commissioners but their right to hold 
office as well, would arise. Judge Van 
Pyke holds, primarily, that the power 
to enforce Hens upon property is con- 
fined to the judiciary and that the Con- 
stitution does not delegate that power 
to private citizens, which, in a tech- 
nical sense, the commissioners are held 
to be. Thus, should a property-owner 
refuse to fumigate his orchards, the 
commissioners would be powerless to 
enforce their order save to prosecute 
him for maintaining a public nuisance, 
which would be a criminal and not a 
civil proceeding, and no lien could is- 
sue. Undér such conditions, a grower 
could suit himself as to whether or not 
he fumigated his orchards, and suffer 
no penalty further than a light fine or, 
possibly, a short term of imprisonment. 
The commissioners, therefore, being 
powerless to. accomplish the purpose for 
which they were appointed, their serv- 
ices would be valueless. 

The District Attorney will appeal 
from Judge Van Dyke's decision, and 
expects to get the matter before the 
Supreme Court within the next day or 
two.

in politics and has borne a good repu- 
tation, and those who knew him were 
inclined to give credence to his ex- 
planation that the prosecution was the 
outcome of disagreement between him- 
self and other officers of the league. 
Indeed Wilde did not hesitate to as-

CHINO. 
Plans Being Matured for Next 
Year’s Beet Crop. 
| CHINO, Nov. 15. — [Regular Correspond- 


ence.] The plans are pretty well in hand by 
the sugar company for the next year, though 
contracts are got yet being signed, and it is 
an open quéstion as yet whether the farmers 
will generally acquiesce in the terms of the 
proposed contract, many of them declaring 
that they will not do so. H#aston, Eldriige 
& Co. have contracted with the sugar com- 
pany to secure the planting of 5000 acrcg of 
beets next year, and the sugar company, on 
the other hand, agrces not to contract for 
more than 5000 acres besides the big contract, 
which makes a possibility of 10,000 acres, as 
against 12,281 for the season just closing. 
This will probably reduce the campaign of 
next year to 125 days, as against 150 days‘ this 
year. This reduction will be beneficial to the 
farmers, as the chief cause of complaint this 
year has been due to the inability of the com- 
pany to handle the beets promptly. This year 
the Chino ranch had 6421 acres of beets, and 
it does not seem probable that the area of 
next year will be much, if any, less. The re- 
duced area will be outside of the ranch. 
Hueneme will be cut off entirely, and Ana- 
heim may Dot ship here sv neavily. Several 
hundred acres will be raised on the Rose 
ranch at El Monte, however, for the Chino 
factory. . There seems no prospect of the Ox- 
nards consenting to a change of the @ontract 
agreeing that the factory will ‘accept bects 
when at their prime, and the proposal is now 
advanced that the factory pzy a flat price for 
the beets, though appearances are that the 
farmers: will either accept the contracts as 
offered, or seek other industries.

Supreme Court Decides Three Cases 
Against the Claimants. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. } 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—In the 
United States Supreme Court today 
three decisions were rendered on ap- 
peals from the Court of Private Land 
Claims involving as many land grants 
in the Territory of New Mexico, .the 
grants affected being those known as 
the Pasture, the San Antonito and the 
San Diego grants. In all these cases 
the court below had decided against 
the claimants, and the Supreme Court 
today affirmed the decision in each 
case. Justice Brown delivered the opin- 
ion of the court in the Pasture and San 
Antonito cases, and Chief Justice Ful- 
ler in the San Diego case, 

In the Pasture case the Pueblo In- 
dians of Zia, Anta Anita and James, 
were the claimantsand appellants. The 
grant involved 282,000 acres of land. In 
his opinion, Justice Brown stated that 
all the circumstances went to show 
that the grant was a mere license to 
the Indians to use the lands for pur- 
poses of pasture only. The land em- 
braces the locally-famous Holy Ghost 
Spring. 

In the San Antonito case, Manuel 
Crespin and thirty others were the 
claimants, the question raised being 
whether a grant made by a prefect, as 
in this case, is valid. Justice Brown 
said there were some instances in 
which subordinate officials were duly 
authorized to make concessions of the 
character of this grant, but he held 
that where there was a Governor in 
the province with such power, as was 
the case in New Mexico, a prefect 
would be precluded from exercising 
this authority. 

Justice Fuller said, in affirming the 
decision of the San Diego case, that the 
grant here claimed was included in a 
larger grant which had been confirmed 
by Congress. On this case Amanda 
Chayes was the claimant.

AN OLD LADY KILLED BY A 
STREET CAR. 


City Officials Likely to Go Without

SAN DIEGO, Nov. 15.—({Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Mrs. Mary A. Munroe’s death 
Sunday evening at Thirtieth and National 
avenue was evidently due to her deafness.

SHORTAGE OF FUNDS. ; 

It is now apparent that a shortage of 
funds exists in the city government, and it 
will devolve upon the Common Council to 
arrange some way to get through the year 
with the small amount of money on hand.

$214.36; fire hydrant, $1910. 

Of ‘these funds the park improvement, 
library, office and general funds will have 
enough to get through the year. It is prob-

Two Escapes from the School. 

WHITTIER, Nov. 15.—{Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The apple orchard at the State school 
has been dug up and the ground plowed, 
ready for the plantipg of something else. 
This was a fine young orchard, and it looks 
almost like vandalism to destroy it, but, 
perhaps, the ground may be filled up with 
some other kind of fruit trees that will be of 
more profit in the long run. 

Every year, about the time the walnut 
crop is ripening, thousands of crows assem- 
ble at the orchards ready for business. No 
one knows whence they come, but the num- 
bers are so vast and the destructive powers 
are so great that the owners of orchards 
are forced to guard their orchards in order 
to prevent heavy loss. A good, healthy 
crow would with ease put a pound of nuts 
per day out of the market if allowed full 
sway. It is no unusual thing to see hun- 
dreds of these black and noisy thieves in 
one company alighting in an orchard. After 
the orchards have been considered properly 
harvested Mr. Crow is allowed to glean, and 
such is the vigilance of his search that gel- 
dom a nut escapes his sharp eye. After the 
birds feel sure that nothing more remains 
for them to appropriate, they leave for parts 
unknown. 

The Hon. W. L. Watt, who is the field as- 
sistant of the State Mining Bureau, is again 
here, for the purpose of continuing his work 
in the Whittier oil fields. His examination 
will perhaps extend through the Mission hills 
and to Los Angeles. 

The Whittier cannery is still running on 
apples and tomatoes; and the pumpkin crop 
also finds a market there.

C0-OPERATION CEASED. 


SOCIALISTS’ STORE AND FEED AND 
FUEL YARD ATTACHED. 


A Former Employee Prosecutes an 
Alleged Claim for Wages—Man- 
ager Lench Sets Up a Claim of 
Individual Ownership. 


The Socialists’ Coéjperative Store and 
Productive Association is no longer do- 
ing business at the old stand, Nos. 
719-723 Buena Vista street. The asso- 
ciation bas not disbanded, but the 
property which it formerly controlled 
has fallen into the hands of a con- 
stable. 

An attachment was levied on the 
concern yesterday at the instance of 
Henry M. Williams, who alleges that 
the association owes him $190.90 for 


services rendered. The property 
tached consists of a grocery siore and. 
a coal, wood and feed yard. A black- 
smith shop, printing office and farming | 
department were also operated by the) 
association, but these do not appear | 
to be included in the attachment. 

There are 126 members of the asso- 
ciation, which has been doing business 
on the coéperative plan for about 
three years. Williams was formerly a 
clerk in the employ of the association, 
and his claim is for labor rendered in 
that capacity. About November 1, H. 
M. Leach, who had acted as_ business 
manager of the association, assumed 
control in his own name, and now 
claims to be the owner of the business. 

It seems that some difficulty arose 
between Leach and Willams, and the 
latter was relieved of his position and 
a new clerk employed. Williams then 
brought suit for wages alleged to be 
due, hence the attachment. 

Leach when seen yvescrercay said he 
is now the owner of the business in- 
dividually, and that Williams has no 
valid claim against him or the asso- 
ciation. He would,give bonds to have 
the property released from. attach- 
ment, and when the proper time came 
would show in court that Williams's 
claim is groundless, 

“The Socialists’ Coiperative Associa- 
tion doesn't owe Williams a cent,” said 
Leach. “His claim is an old one, and 
the hooks, which were passed upon 
hy the trustees and Williams himself, 
show that he donated the full amount 
of the claim to the association. - He 
did not renew his claim until after I 
succeeded to the business and put an- 
other man in his place. This has all 
been a surprise and annoyance to me, 
but I expect to give bonds and have 
the attachment released at once.”’ 

Mr. Leach stated that the associa- 
tion had done a business of as mucta 
as $5000 and $6000 a month. The farm- 
ing department had cleared $600 the 
past season. The association had no 
debts. He did not state why it quit 
and how the business came to be 
transferred to him.
